BIG ELECTRIC LINE 


May Absorb the Milwaukee, Benton 


Harbor & Columbus, 


The Chicago Record of this mornin; 


says: 


Surveys that are being made, along 


with the fact that the 
Milwaukee, 


Beuton, Harbor & Southeastern, 
now- 


extending from Benton Harbor to Bu- 
chanan, had had its franchise and 
options on property extended another 
year, are being looked upon as indica- 
tions that that railroad will soon extend 
into South Bend. Investigations into 
water power rights along the St. Jo- 
seph river aud the movements of the 
ollicials of the Indiana railway company 
which owns the electric line connect- 
ing South Bend, Mishawaka, Elkhart 
aud Goshen. lead to the general im- 
pression that they are back of the 
movement to run the M., B. H. & S. 
W. from Buchanan, and that it will be 
an electric line. 
I'he Indiana company 


has options to the very heart of South 
Bend and could give connection to 
South .Bend with Buchanan, Benton 
Harbor, St. Joseph and a large number 
of smaller places.

clouds of smoke upon the surface of

(The im- 
mense spread of canvas, including bal- 
ioon jib, was drawing in the gentle 
breeze. The whole crew of each yacht 
was aft to act as ballast and keep the 
head of the yachts up. Only a few of 
them were busy easing sheets and tight- 
ening halyards. 
Then the wind began 


to die and the great balloons of canvas 
forward collapsed like mcalsacks. At 
the same time the wind canted a little 
and Columbia concluded to change her 
tactics. She took in her spinnaker and 
tried reaching, leaving- the balloon jib 
set. 
It was a challenge to the Sham- 


rock on her best point of sailing, and 
Capt. Hogarth eagerly accepted 
the 


gauge. They went heading over toward 
the Long Island shore, and the Colum- 
bia continued to increase her lead. The 
Shamrock, 
chagrined, attempted 
to 


crowd on a little more canvas by setting 
her staysail, but it only kept the pre- 
cious wind from her balloon, and the 
sail itself hung from the stay as limp 
and listless as a wet rag.
